I. Sports Field Survey

The subcommittee members discussed various field use scenarios including sports complexes and
neighborhood field usage. The committee discussed the benefits of complexes and neighborhood fields with
complexes being designed toward adult sports and neighborhood park fields directed toward youth sports.
The committee agreed that youth sports conducted at the neighborhood parks provided a sense of community.

The committee members also discussed the potential for public and private partnerships by contracting out the
City services while still providing those essential park services.

Cynthia indicated that the goal was to have all the surveys completed by the end of August 2007. Initial
contact should be made within the next 7 days. The committee agreed that there should be a consistent format
for communication. Since the committee would be sending out the surveys, they would not know when they
were returned since they (the surveys) would be coming back to Cynthia. Cynthia indicated that she would
work on a system for notifying the committee members when surveys were received.
